CUILDINQ LIMIT IN BERLIN. 


PJnu to Erect Structures Seventy- 


ttvo . P-.-it Ill^-h Dinproreil Of. 
The German authorities place ex- 


tremely rigid restrictions on the height 
of buildings. 
According to her consu- 


lar reports, n memorial has recently 
been submitted urging that permission 
be granted for the construction of steel 
frame buildings In Berlin In excess of 
the present limit, twenty-two meters 
from pavement to cornice, a little over 
seventy-two feet. 


It was urged that tlie rapid growth 


of the city, both In population nnd busi- 
ness, made it necessary for more room 
to be provided, and this could be most 
economically done by allowing build- 
ings of greater height. 
That would 


check the present tendency to expan- 
sion over a steadily increasing area. It 
was further urged that the relaxation 
of the building regulations would open 
up n larger market for the steel nnd 
Iron products of Germany, a point that 
would be cf value in the development 
of these industries. 


Tha petition, however, failed to gain 


Its end, and the reasons given for the 
refusal were that high buildings would 
be above the level of the present water 
supply, so that they could not be made 
clean and sanitary. It would put the 
upper stories beyond the protection of 
the fire department ns it was at present 
equipped, and the ministries were op- 
posed to any * system..-of .construction 
that might lead to large buildings di- 
vided Into a number of small apart- 
ments where many persons of both sex- 
es and all ages would live "under con- 
ditions which are necessarily subversive 
of normal family life* and prejudicial 
to public morals." 


The 
ministries 
held 
themselves 


bound, according to our consul, "to con- 
elder nnd protect not only th« archi- 
tectural unity nnd beauty of the city, 
but the health nnd the moral and phy- 
sical safety of the people, all of which 
would, In their opinion, be compromised 
by the proposed innovation." 


Here In Boston a building limit al- 


most double that established In Berlin 
Is considered ns n hardship by property 
•wncrs, for the tendency in American 
cities has been quite distinctly toward 
the construction of buildings of great 
height. There are now In New York 
t dozen buildings that are more than 
twice ns high as the building limit es- 
tablished for our own city.—Boston 
Ileruld.
